The purpose of this Investment is to continue to maintain and strengthen the Urban Area’s capabilities to gather and distribute intelligence across agencies and 
jurisdictions. Over the last several years, funds have been used to create and maintain the Urban Area’s fusion center which analyzes and provides real time 
information from a variety of sources to first responder agencies and operations centers. The Urban Area's Fusion Center, in partnership with the State’s Fusion 
Center has been instrumental in providing real time information to the Urban Area's first responders. Other initiatives in place to support this Investment include 
the Urban Area's extensive camera network which has integrated more than 1.000 miles of fiber optic, copper and wireless systems across the Urban Area. 
Building on collaborative efforts over the past two years, the City of Chicago and Cook County have been working jointly to coordinate efforts for the Urban 
Area’s camera program. As part of the Urban Area collaboration, the County has received approval to use the same vendor as the City of Chicago and all 
camera projects across the Urban Area are developed jointly.

This Investment Justification will serve to enhance analytic capabilities of fusion center personnel. The funds will be used to train Department personnel to 
conduct analysis in accordance with the National Preparedness Goal. The training would also serve to build upon the Center’s plan for assessing the local 
implications of threat-related information provided by Federal Sector partners through a formal risk analysis process. This Investment will also allow for the 
Fusion Center to mature in the National Network of Fusion Centers. Civilian intelligence analysts and new analytical processes would greatly facilitate the 
growth of the Center to develop analytical products and communicate with other Fusion Centers and Federal Agencies.
